AN ACT Relating to the property taxation of vehicles carrying
exenpt |icenses; and anmendi ng RCW 84. 36. 595.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCWB84.36.595 and 2000 ¢ 136 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) For the purposes of this section, the follow ng definitions
appl y:

(a) "Mdtor vehicle" neans all notor vehicles, trailers, and
semtrailers used, or of the type designed primarily to be used, upon
the public streets and hi ghways, for the convenience or pleasure of the
owner, or for the conveyance, for hire or otherw se, of persons or
property, including fixed loads and facilities for human habitation
but shall not include (i) vehicles carrying exenpt licenses; (ii) dock
and war ehouse tractors and their cars or trailers, |unber carriers of
the type known as spiders, and all other autonotive equipnment not
designed primarily for use upon public streets or highways; (iii) notor
vehicles or their trailers used entirely upon private property; (iv)
nmobi | e hones as defined in RCW46.04.302; or (v) notor vehicles owned
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by nonresident mlitary personnel of the arned forces of the United
States stationed in the state of Washington, provided personnel were
al so nonresident at the tinme of their entry into mlitary service.

(b) "Travel trailer” has the neaning given in RCW 46.04. 623.
However, if a park trailer, as defined in RCW 46.04.622, has
substantially lost its identity as a nobile unit by virtue of its being
permanently sited in location and placed on a foundation of either
posts or blocks with connections with sewer, water, or other utilities
for the operation of installed fixtures and appliances, it wll be
considered real property and wll be subject to ad val orem property
taxation inposed in accordance wth this title, including the
provisions with respect to omtted property, except that a park trailer
| ocated on land not owned by the owner of the park trailer wll be
subject to the personal property provisions of chapter 84.56 RCW and
RCW 84. 60. 040.

(c) "Canper" has the neaning given in RCW46. 04. 085.

(2) Mdtor vehicles, vehicles carrying exenpt |icenses, travel
trailers, and canpers are exenpt from property taxation
